PRESS AND PERSONAL COMMENT. 

The Tribune, Jan. 28th. "Isaiah" was a revelation iven to those who had 
expected much. It is dignified as a whole, classical in many portions, with sur- 
prisingly few passages that are common and unworthy the enalted subject. The 
arias and choruses are rich in dramatic coloring, full of fire and fervid utterance; 
and possessed of true musical quality. Strikingly original passages occur at fre- 
quent intervals, that leave an impression of atrenjfth and character which the 
weaker portions could not efface. 

The Journal, Jan. 2?th. * • As the work progressed through 

the evening, artistic innovations kept cropping out, which not only surprised, but 
pleased as well. There were hints of opera all through it ; bits of adornment not 
frequently met with in serious composition. Mr. Patten has dared to be original 
and has reaped the reward of his daring. 

As for the character of the music, it is at first lyric. It abounds in melody 
that sings itself into the hearts of the listeners, and will make the work live. 



St. pAiii. Dispatch, March 6th. The work is certainly that of a very talented 
musician, one who is musical to the most minute detail of expression, and musical 
in the modern sense of putting life and meaning into the phrases so that they 
speak for themselves. I do not mean that the oratorio is gigantic in its propor- 
tions, or perfect in its execution. But it tells a very dramatic story in very 
graphic tone languajfe, and with abundant variety in the way of telling it. There 
are passages of lyric beauty — as in the contralto soli— which one does not hesitate 
ranking with any work done today ; there is a despairing pathos in the chorus 
which opens part second. Then, again, the triumphant soprano soli are splen- 
didly conceived ; and the episode, when the chorus hurls its demands against the 
prophet, rises to the height of a music-drama.

Chicago Musical Times. • • • If there were any doubts in the 
minds of the audience in regard to the real greatness of the work, they melted 
away with the first strains of the introduction, judg-ing from the spontaneous 
outbursts of applause. • • ■ The oratorio, as a whole, with some 
slight channes in the minor details, is a truly great and grand work, and one that 
will live long after its first popularity has worn away. • • " In general, 
the chief characteristic of the work is its originality. 



The Times, Minneapolis. Jan. 28, 1897. A work which teems with melodious 
beauty. One of the strongest parts of "Isaiah" are the chorus numbers. They 
are, before everything else, melodious, and are, in that respect, in strict keeping 
with the entire work. Mr. Patten's strength seems to lie in his ability to produce 
flowing melodies that steal their way to the heart. 

The Same, March 4th. A second hearing of "Isaiah'' can only serve to 
strengthen the conviction that it is a work of high value and rare beauty. To 
become familiar with it is to learn to admire and love it even more. Kepetition, 
the touchstone of artistic value, can only enhance its merits. Last evening 
"Isaiah" impressed the listeners even more deeply than at the initial performance.

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and in certain passaj^es is marked bj remarkable strength, while at times the 
story is repeated ia the iustru mentation with wonderful clearaeae. 

The second production of "Isaiah" ' was proof, if any 
were needed, of the lasting' excellence of the work. The composer was most 
warmly received, but at times attained the greater honor of being' almost forgot- 
ten — loBt in the pewer of the music.

W, S. B. Mathews. Chicago. In all bis choral writing, Mr. Patten shows two 
very strong; qualities — melodic invention and a t^ood sense of placing Ideas for the 
voice. In another point, also, I give high honor to Mr. Patten. I mean in the 
handling of the text in the role of the prophet. The recitations are remark- 
ably well made, and musical, as well as dramatic and poetical. All the solo pieces 
are unusually fine. If I were a publisher, I would, without hesitation, brins: out 
the solo parts for church use ; for such is their innate beauty that they would in- 
evitably find a large sale. Both the soprano solos are admirable, and well worth 
hearing many times. The second solo for tenor, "Strengthen Ye," is one of the 
finest tenor songs I happen to know.
